PENAL SERVITUDE FOR LIFE. 


Canningham and Burton, the Dy 
miters, Feund Guilty. 
Lonpon, 1:30 P. X., May 18.—Judge 
Hawkins thie morning began summoning 
up the case of Cunningham and Burton, 
on trial for treason and felony, in connec- 
tion with the recent dynamite explosions. 
The judge analyzed the evidence against 


Burton, and called attention to the fact 
that Burton’s statement was not made 
under oath, and therefore entitled to very 
little credence. If there was any truth 
in the statement, said the judge, it was 
astonishing no witnesses were called to 
support it. Mr Phelps, the new United 
States Minister to England, was in the 
courtroom, in mourning, and 
listened attentively to the judge’s charge. 
Mr. Phelps seemed very much impressed 
by the stern language of the judge. The 
jury retu a verdict finding both 
prisoners guilty. The prisoners were 
-— senteaced to penal servitude for 

e. 

Cunningham maintained his self-com- 
posure, but Burton broke down and 
sobbed when the verdict was rendered. 
When the prisoners were asked if they 
had anything to say why the sentence of 
the law should not be passed upon them, 
Cunningham protested he was innocent. 
He said he was willing to accept penal 
servitude for life, but they could not 
touch his soul. Burton simply declared 
he was.innocent. 

Burton, in protesting his innocence, 
said that the whole power of England 
and the United States had been brought 
to bear against him, and he hoped the | 
day would come. when he would receive 
justice. Ounningham and Burton main- 
tained a cheerful appearance after being 
taken back to Newgate prison this after- 
noon, and chatted freely with the war- 
dens. They still insist that they are in- 
nocent, but say the verdict and sentence 
are no more than they expected, especially 
after the Judge’s charge, as it was evi- 
dent the court was organized to convict. 
They will remain to-night at Newgate, 
where extra guards have been stationed, 
and be removed to different prisons to- 
morrew. 

Lonpon, May 18.—The Press Association 
has issued a two column statement by an 
American giving full details of the dy- 
namite plot. Burton, it is stated, was one 
of the centers of the society called the 
„Robert Emmet Association, or Sons of 
Freedom.“ Each center directed the 
party plotters, who were unknown to each 
other.

AN IMPORTANT QUESTION. 


300,000 Acres of Land Involved. 

The San Francisco Chronicle of the 
14th contains the following interesting 
statement: 


The settlers of Los Angeles, Ventura 
and San Bernardino counties, especial- 
ly those who have recently purchased 
railroad lands, have been discussing 
the question whether a great deal of 
the land in these counties claimed by 
the railroads has not really reverted to 
the Government under the ere Con- 
gress of 1878, and whether ‘they have 
not a right to obtain title to them under 
the homestead and pre-emption laws. 
The land over which there is a dispute 
covers some 300,000 acres, and if it can 
be shown that it has reverted to the 
public domain it will be open for set- 
tlement under the Federal laws. A 
large- portion of this, however, has 
been purchased from the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad, which agrees 
to refund the money paid if 
the government claims it, and the op- 
portunity to purchase the land from the 
government at $1.25 an acre will be 
open to settlers. Jerome Madden, 
Land Agent of the Southern Pacific, 
and Joseph D. Redding, its attorney, 
‘stated recently that there was no ques- 
‘tion of the title of the company to the 
land in dispute and that all attempts to 
dispossess it are useless. They hold 
that the forfeiture of the land of the 
Atlantic and Pacific Railroad in Cali- 
fornia, which failed to lay a rail in this 


the Southern Paclfic Railroad, as the 
simple floating grant to the former road 
cannot be presumed to have covered 
just that portion of the grant earned by 
the latter. The question is an import- 
ant one for the southern portion of the 
State and itis thought that some hold- 
ers of railroad Jand will cause it to be 
— before the United States Supreme 
ourt.
